Richard Pennington, University 
Librarian, stressed that McGiU is 
wodd famous for its ffaie collection 
of printed material which includes 
everything .from original manu- 
scripts and valuable first editions 
to antique printing presses, and he 
thus felt that students would be 
interested in seeing the type of 
work produced by contemporary 
Canadian printers. He went on to 
say that Canadian printing is now 
important, both as an industry and 
as an arL The Librarian mentioned 
Carl Dair and Robert Rcid as two 
examples of Canadians who have 
gained world-wide recognition 
for their achievements in printing. 

"Unfortunately, very litUo is 
done in Montreal In this field. To- 
ronto is undoubtedly the printing 



centre of Canada, whether we 

want to admit it or not". Neverthe- 
less, there is at present, a "renais- 
sance" of printing In this country, 
Air. Pcnnhigton said. This is 
clearly shown in the increased in- 
t'erest that has been shown to- 
wards tills annual Typography 
exhiUL After leaving UoGOl, the 
exhibit will be sent to Ottawa, and 
then on to Toronto, Winnipeg, and 
cvenlimlly Vancouver.

An Important Decision 

A Studetits' Executive Council meeting of two weeks ago, 
called to discuss the very Important question of the Students' 
Society budget for this year and obscured by the Cuban crisis 
at that time, may have serious implications for all students at 
this university. Whereas many students may be inclined to igno- 
re or feel unable to relate themselves In any way to a meeting 
involving the consideration of the Students' Society budget — 
budgets of any kind are usually greeted with an air of Indiffe- 
rence — the policy decisions implicit in the ratification of this 
budget are certain to Involve the resolution of a very important 
• decision on our part. 

The Students' Society budget outlines the total estimated 
expenditure and revenue of all clubs, societies,' and organlza* 
tlons on this campus. It Is drawn up after careful. consideration 
of the individual budgets of each club, society, or organization, 
which In turn Is an account of each respective campus organi- 
zation's estimated expenditures and revenues for this year. 
The individual budgets are then compiled together and the 
total formulation of expenditures and revenues comprised in 
the Students' Society budget provides for. the financing of the 
activities of these campus organizations; and fifteen dollars 
from each undergraduate as well as ten dollars from graduate 
students Is collected to help finance them. 

The budget of this year is conspicuous by the fact that, 
first, it anticipates a deficit of $12,762.64, the largest deficit 
of recent years; and secondly, it provides for an expenditure 
of $196,731.11, the largest amount spent In the history of the 
Students' Society. 

- The President of the Students' Society explained that the 
deficit spending and large expenditure was deemed advisable 
to promote the development and assist the operation of the 
activities of these clubs and societies. He expressed the feeling 
that campus organizations had perhaps been held back by a 
"tight money" policy and had lost their appeal to the students 
due to the lack of financial resources; and that whereas the 
SEC had no intention of spending money "recklessly or foolish- 
ly", they had every intention of maximizing the value of these 
organizations and the benefit that can be derived from them. 

The consequences of this policy, however, merit our con- 
cern. The Students' Society cannot' continue to have an annual 
deficit expenditure of $12,000 or, more; and the money to finan- 
ce these campus organizations must tome from somewhere, 
Consequently, a committee set lip to Investigate the finaiicing 
of the Students' Society has reported back recommending a. 
raise In Students' Society fees of at least $7.50 and $5.00 for 
undergraduate and graduate students respectively, over and 
above the Students' Society fees being paid presently by each 
student in these case». 

Moreover^ apart from the necessity for accounting for this 
deficit, the expenditures of the. Students' Society will Increase 
greatly In the near future. The operational expenditure of the 
New Union will be tripled as compared with the èxpertdlture 
iiTVolved In financing the Old Union and will Involve an Increa- 
sed expenditure of at least $45,000; the multiplication of cam- 
pus organizations and their expanded activity will also neces- 
sitate a greater outlay;, and, the provision for additional em- 
ployees of the Students' Society will involve still further expen- 
ditures. 

The total increase in expenditure for financing the Stu- 
dents' Society will thus amount to over $70,000; and it Is an 
Increase which can only be covered by a raise in Students' 
Society .fees. 'Presently, plans call for an open meeting :in the 
third meeting of: November to discuss the question of a raise 
In Students' Society fees. It is a decision which concerns each 
and every one of us at the university; and the resolution of 
this decision will affect the activity of succeeding generations 
of students. We ought to consider It carefully. 



A Subsidized 
Politician 
Replies, a. 

Dear Sir : . 

On behalf of (he McGill Social- 
ist Society, I would like to take 
issue with your editorial of No- 
vember 2, which opposed the 
granting of subsidies by the SEC 
to the Socialist Society. You de- 
scribed us as an "organization of 
students with similar ideological 
views, which sponsors speakers 
of the same persuasion", and de- 
clared that "it would be equally 
improper for Council to grant fi- 
nancial assistance to the Proges- 
sive' Conservatives, the Liberals, 
or the New Democrats". 

The Socialist Society is a com- 
pletely independent Society, un- 
affiliated with any outside organ- 
ization or political party; unlike 
the 3 political clubs on campus. It 
does not participate in the Model 
Parliament, pass resolutions, or 
in any way take positions on po- 
litical affairs. Our. members , can 
be said to hold similar ideological 
views only in the sense that the 
word "socialism" means "from- 
Kenncdy-on-left". Our activities 
consist of sponsoring speakers re- 
presenting a very wide spectrum 
of political and philosophical 
thought, providing a lending li- 
brary of books and periodicals of 
a wide variety and arranging 
film-showings and discussion 
groups. In short, wc do fulfill an 
important educational role on 
the campus. 

The grounds on which the SEC 
granted us fifty dollars are that 
we are not connected in any Idéo- 
logie»! or finaiicial way with an 
outside or national organization; 
the above clearly shows that the 
McGlll Socialist Society unequi- 
vocally meets these conditions.

The President 
Replies 

Dear Sir, 

This letter is designed to clari- 
fy the SEC's position in relation 
to two matters which appeared 
in tl>e Daily on Friday Novem- 
ber 2, 1062 : 1) the reporting 
of Thursday night's Council 
meeting ; 2) the editorial en- 
titled "Subsidized Politics". 

The Council report was Incom- 
plete concerning the financial 
item. The EUS books were not 
discussed — rather, the EUS 
budget was discussed. 

I, personally, stated that the 
EUS had not complied with the 
motion passed, as interpreted by 
Council, both by the EUS and 
the SEC concerning the book- 
keeping procedure' of the Under- 
graduate Socie{y^ . Tbat was all 
that was mentioned In relation 
to the books — . no discussion 
followed. 

' Allied closely to this was the 
EUS budget This was discussed 
and as a result of this discus- 

-slqn, a sub-committee was set 
up, under . the chabrmanship of 
Gordon Sharp, one. of the En- 

: gineering representatives o n 
Council. This sub-cominittce is to 
meet with the EUS. executive so 
that a proper budget might be 
submitted to the SEC. 

The editorial "Subsidized Pol- 
itics", did not at all explabi the 



SEC's position or rationale for 
the grants given to the Socialist 
Society and the CUCND. 

All clubs and societies on 
campus, fall under the Council's 
jurisdiction and the SEC acts 
as guardian of their constitu- 
tions. This is also true of polit- 
ical and religious clubs. As well, 
these same organizations may 
apply for financial assistance, 
and the SEC budgets its re- 
sources to the best of its ability. 

Not all clubs and societies, 
moreover, are eligible for grants. 
Both religious and political clubs 
are not subsidized. 

It is the opinion of Council 
that neither the CUCND nor the 
Socialist Society fall in with 
either of these categories; con- 
sequently, they are eligible for 
grants. 

Indeed, it is not at all unlikely 
that many of the members of 
these organizations have polit- 
ical leanings; however these 
organizations, qua organizations 
do not have political attachments. 
One' Is designed, for the sole 
purposé of abolishing nuclear 
weapons — under any govern- 



ment ; while the other's interest, 
according to article 2b of its 
constitution, is "to make the 
general student more aware of 
and more sympathetic to social- 
Ism." , . . 

Note, neither have the inten- 
tion of attaining political power 
— nor are either of them at- 
tached to a political party, nor 
do they form an autonomous 
political party. 

Finally, may I point out that 
Council does not morally sup- 
port every organization which 
receives money from It. Coun- 
cil is here to promote campus 
activity. We try our best not 
to limit ourselves, but in cer- 
tain areas, we are compelled to. 
On more than one occasion, 
Council has given monies to 
groups with opposing views — 
but this again is why we are 
here — to promote campus ac- 
tivity — not dictate it 1 

I hope that all this clarifies 
the situation and I thank you 
for the use of your column.

McGill has been awarded $1320 in grants by the Federal 
Department of Mines and Technical Research. 



Professor T.A. Clarlt and Profes- 
sor V.A. Saull have received $500 
for the purpose of conducting an 
invesUgation to determine the tem- 
perature of the seas when various 
formations, principally Ordovician 
rocks, were deposited in Quebec. 
, Professor Colin W. Steam lias 
been awarded $550 to conduct a 
survey of fauna from tlie collec- 
tions of the Geological Survey of 
Canada, to determine recfal se- 
quences and study the makeup of 
these animals. 

A third grant of $270 was made 
to Clark and Steam to study cores 
taken from various areas through 
the Palaeozoic section to the Pre- 
Cambrian basement of ^the^western 
part of the Hudson Bay Lowland. 

Special Research 

These awards were introduced in 
1051 to encourage research in spe- 
cialized fields. This year grants to- 
talled $75,000 and were awarded to
